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Administrators Say Private Hospitals 


Care For More Poor 
Berrien General 


The administrators of the four private general hospitals in 


Berrien county have taken a unanimous stand supporting the 
action of the Southwestern Michigan Comprehensive Health 
Planning association relaliye to the future of Berrien 
General hospital. 


The planning association directors resolved that before 


taxing Die public to keep the acute care section of Berrien 
General open, that a complete plan for health care in the 
county should first be made available to the public. Planning 
efforts have been in progress for about three years but the 
comprehensive plan is not yet completed. 


The administrators took their stand with the planning 


group as Berrien county voters face a decision in the Aug. 8 
primary election on millage to help operate Berrien General 
and to build a new professional services wing. 


The administrators said they are willing to join the county 


in asking the slate health department to extend its Oct. 1 
deadline for closing the acute care section unless definite 
plans for improvements are produced. They said they feel 
the health department would extend the deadline to allow 
completion of a comprehensive plan for health facilities in 
the county. 


As it stands today, the "county hospital" no longer is a 


county hospital, the administrators maintain. It does not 
accept the poor, as the law says a county hospital must. The 
private hospitals furnish far more free care to the indigents 
than Berrien General hospital does, their statistics show. 


The administrators are: C.I. Loftus of Benton Harbor 


Mercy hospital; Robert Bradburn .of St. Joseph Memorial; 
Howard Park of Watervliet Community, and Mrs. Jane 
Davis of Niles Pawating. 


Without a comprehensive plan to tell what the future 


should tic for Berrien General, their opposition is to two 
proposals on the Aug. 8 primary ballot. One seeks .Sofa mill 
for 19 years to help meet an operating deficit reported by the 
BGH board of trustees. The other proposal asks approval of a 
$2.25 million bond issue to build an addit ion that will embrace 
new surgery, obstetrics, X-ray, pharmacy, outpatient clinic 
and other service facilities. 


The opposing private hospital administrators 
offer 


statistics to show that the facilities of their own institutions 
are more than ample lo care for the patients who are now 
served by the general, acute care division of BGH. 


Berrien General itself reports it has 73 beds in its general 


hospital division. Another 17f> beds, it reports, are devoted lo 
extended care — the old folks. 


Most particularly, the four administrators maintain 


Berrien General has not served the function of a county 


hospital for (lie last five or six years and, thus, that county 
taxpayers should not be asked to foot any bills for its 
operation or build an addition., unless a comprehensive plan 
says lhat is the best course. 


Berrien General, they say, does not accept the medical 


inctigents (the working poor who are not on welfare), except 
those who walk in of their own accord. 


Stale Act 109, under which Berrien General is designated to 


operate, requires that a county hospital accept all medical 
indigents, including those referred by other hospitals. With 
BGH refusing to accept medical indigents from other 
hospitals, ihe four administrators contend their own paying 
patients have tn be charged more to make up the losses the 
private hospitals incur through free care to nonpaying

Chief Hurt 
But Gets Men

SOUTH HAVEN — City 


Police Chief Otto Buelow 
suffered 
minor 
injuries 


yesterday while apprehending 
three teenagers in connection 
with a burglary of a Grand 
Junction store. 


The action started in the 


central business districl 
of 


South Haven when Buelow 
attempted lo warn a motorist of 
a minor traffic violation. 
Buelow said he was standing 
outside 
the 
vehicle 
and 


cautioning the driver about an 
improper U-turn when the car 
backed up in an attempt to 
speed off. 


The police chief, 54, opened 


the door from the driver's side, 
grabbed the steering wheel 
with one hand and attempted to 
disengage the gear shift with 
the other hand as the car sped 
eastward on Phoenix street. 


The car continued for more 


than a block, narrowly missing 
a pedestrian and oncoming 
traffic. Realizing that the 


police chief was there to stay, 
the driver slammed on the 
brakes and attempted to flee. 
The alert action of a tow truck 
driver, Dale Wickham of South 
Haven, prevented the driver 
and 
two passengers from • 


escaping. Wickham blocked the 
path of car with his truck and 
ran to assist Buelow.

a concealed weapon was Victor 
Hicks, 17, of Chicago. Police 
' said the car had been reported 
stolen from Chicago and may

Earlier in Ihe evening, 


speaking to reporters as he 
lablehopped in Ihe dining room 
of the Sylvan f,ake Lodge, 
McGovern said, "It's 
Eagle- 


ton's decision to make. What- 
ever he decides, I'll stand by 
him." 


Aides said the phrase "with- 


out his coticurrrence" was de- 
signed lo make clear that 
McGovern wasn't leaving Ihe 
issue solely up lo Eagleton, who 
has made increasingly strong 
statements about his intention 
to remain on the lickel. 


Eagleton said Friday in San 


Francisco lhat there was "no 
possibility whatsoever" that he 
would leave the ticket unless 
McGovern asked. He added: 
"I'm confident lhal George 
McGovern is not going to ask 
me to withdraw." 


The general 
impression 


among observers in Custer, al- 
though no one would say so 
directly, was that McGovern 
was trying to send a message lo 
Eaglelon. 
The 
mounling 


pressure on Eaglelon lo with- 
draw began Tuesday with his 
disclosure about the treat- 
ments, which included psy- 
chiatric care and shock Ireal- 
ments on two occasions, and 
has mounted since.

Ride Victim Died Of Cut 
Spinal Cord, Official Says

HARTFORD -- A young 


farm worker killed in an 
amusement ride accident at the 
Van Buren youth fair Thursday 
night died of a severed spinal 
cord, the Van Buren sheriff's 
department said Friday af- 
ternoon. 


Sheriff Richard Stump said 


Mitchell LangfonI, 20, either 
was thrown or leaped for safety 
from the passenger car of an 
amusemenl ride called the 
"scrambler." The car had 
become loosened from 
its 


support, Slump said, and tilled 
forward, scraping Ihe ground 
as il continued to circle. 


On (he ground, Langford 


apparently was struck by pan 
of the machinery as it passed 
over him, Stump said. 


Uninjured, however, was 


Steven Woods, 18, of Hartford, 


a passenger in the car with 
Langford. Stump said Woods 
managed to remain in the car 
until il came to a stop. 


Representatives of Ihe state 


department of labor came to 
Ihe fairgrounds Friday and 
ordered amusement company 
operators to shut down the ride. 


The ride was part of the 


carnival operated by World of 
Pleasure amusement company 
based 
in 
Coldwater, 
the 


sheriff's department said. 


The amusement ride had 


been • inspected by state of- 
ficials earlier Ihis year, Stump 
said. 


Youth fair officials said il 


was the first death in a M-year 
association of the fair and the 
amusement company, 


Each year, (he amusement 


rides arc inspected by fair 
officials to determine if the 
rides have passed a stale in- 


spection, said M. J. C'onklin, 
and Duane Castor, youth fair 
co-managers. 


Langford was from Detroit 


but was working at Ihe lime of 
his death on Ihe Adam Mayer 
farm located between Covert 
and fiangor, the sheriff said. 


An autopsy conducted Friday 


morning revealed the severed 
spinal cord and other injuries, 
including a fractured rib cage, 
Slump said.

the whole story to the entire news media. 


Toward the end of making the most of a 


bad situation, they had Eagleton verify 
the findings in his own press conference at 
Honolulu. 


The fact that a man had submitted to 


psychiatric treatment, including the 
drastic methodology of electro 
shock 


therapy, should 
not automatically 


disqualify him for employment, public or 
private. 


Some of the junk that gets into the 


federal and state statute books indicates a 
good many lawmakers should be sent to 
the head shrinker. The couch is also in 
order for a lot of bureaucrats charged 
with enforcing the laws and many judges 
interpreting what's on the books. 


If Eagleton is out of the woods, that's 


one thing. 


If he is not, the voter should twice about 


the emotional stability of a man who could 
step into the nation's most critical 
position. 


Either way and it's up to Eagleton to 


disclose a professional evaluation on that 
question, the handling of the case casts a 
cloud on the honesty of those who plan to 
campaign on the Nixon Administration's 
credibility. 


Every family has a skeleton in the 


closet. While the natural reaction is not to 
broadcast that embarrassment, once the 
creature starts rattling the bones the best 
course is to bring it forth from the closet. 


Dissembling simply magnifies the groans 
which are sought to be muffled. 


Before he sent Eaglelon's name to the

convention, 


McGovern knew rumors of him being a 
heavy drinker. 


McGovern's advisors brushed that 


aside as the normal sour grapes muttered 
by those whose advice or information is 
downgraded. 


Following the convention and 
before 


Knight's news hounds started sniffing the 
trail, McGovern learned the drinking 
rumors were fact and further that during 
his political career back in Missouri, 
Senator Eagleton had sought psychiatric 
help on many occassions. 


In this week's press conference the top 


campaign managers told the reporters 
they intended to disclose the background 
shortly. August 
1st was given as the 


selected date. 


Neither front runner on the Democratic 


ticket shows up well in this slippery 
situation. 


Eagleton deceived his mentor by not 


telling 
McGovern 
about his medical 


history. 


For a man who said three years ago 


during the heated nomination of Clement 
Haynsworth for 
a 
Supreme 
Court 


vacancy that it would be an abandonment 
of the Senate's responsibility to check 
Haynsworth's background, McGovern 
displayed a casual attitude about a man 
who could take over the Presidency. 


If nothing else, the boozing rumor 


deserved a better check than it received. 


Contrary to what was stated at the press 


conference, developments following the 
convention indicate both candidates opted 
for riding out the storm if at all possible. 


Many influential Democrats are saying 


Eagleton should be dumped from the 
ticket. 


Better yet, they might stage another 


convention to nominate an entirely new 
slate.

Shaky Future 


President Johnson eight years ago 


proposed a new sea level canal to replace 
the Panama Canal. Permission was to be 
sought 
from 
the 
governments of 


Colombia, Nicaragua and Costa Rica for 
U.S engineers to look for a new o"d 
Orderly 
Convention 


The convention was called to order, all 


15 delegates gave their attention to the 
chair, nominations were accepted and the 
delegates unanimously selected Millard 
Fillmorefor president and Robert E. Lee 
Moxley for vice president. 


Thus, the Resurrected Whig Party 


closed its 1972 national convention. Yes, 
such a party exists and the convention 
was held, and a good time was had by all. 
The delegates knew before they convened 
they would nominate good old FiDmore, 
who has been dead more than a century.

The reason given for a new canal was 


that the present waterway was 
"old- 


fashioned." This is difficult for one who 
has been through the canal to understand. 
A sea level canal would provide faster and 
cheaper passage for ships on the Carib- 
bean-Pacific Ocean transit, but the 
Panama as it exists at present especially 
in the functioning of the locks is a model of 
efficiency. 


As early as the sixteenth century the 


Spaniard, Comers, suggested a canal 
should be cut through the Isthmus- of 
Panama. The suggestion lay lost in 
history until the French engineering 
genius Ferdinand de Lesseps, who built 
the Suez Canal, began work on it in 1881. 


Corruption and lack of organization 


have been given as reasons for the French 
abandoning the scheme but the prime 
reason was 
fever, 
which 
killed 
the 


laborers by the thousands. The Canal 
Treaty was signed in 1903 and the U.S. 
started the digging in 1905. That the 
project was ever completed was made 
possible by Dr. William C. Gorgas, an 
army surgeon, who removed the sources 
of malaria and yellow fever and made the 
Canal Zone as healthful as any area in the 
U,S. 


Opened in 1914 for commercial traffic, 


the Panama Canal 
has been hugely 


successful, leading to differences with the 
government of Panama which in the past 
have been resolved by Washington in- 
creasing its generosity. This country first 
appreciated the need for the canal when 
the U.S.S. Oregon was forced to sail 
around Cape Horn to play an effective 
part in the Spanish-American 
War. 


Total length of the present canal is 


about 45 miles and there are three sets of 
locks. Most of the transit is made through 
a series of lakes and the famous man 
made Gaillard Cut. 


The width of the locks is a consideration 


in statements that (he canal is old 
fashioned. The most modern of large 
aircraft carriers, for example, cannot 
pass through them, but it would still seem 
to be less expensive to rebuild the Jocks 
than to cut an entirely new sea level 
canal.

The word "emerging" is used 


becaused a judgment is for- 
ming not from open Wallace 
statements but from utterances 
by aides, seasoned Wallace- 
watchers, and at least one of 
his physicians. 


The doctor's word, that the 


governor's nonspinal wounds 
have weakened him more than 
earlier realized, is getting 
around. Less appreciated is 
Wallace's 
evident 
mental 


depression. 


Alabama newsmen who had 


a group visit with him at Miami 
Beach have not said much 
about it. But they found him in 
a state of melancholy. He 
seemed almost disinterested in 
current politics. He svould give 
one-line answers to questions 
and then fall silent and look 
down at the floor. 


Once or twice people around 


•Wallace have hinted that a 
third party effort might be good 
therapy for him. But his 
downcast mood^and weakened 
condition appear 
to work 


against the idea. 


If he is out of it this time, 


what then? 


The best information is that 


he will not endorse 
the 


Democratic nominee, Sen. 
George McGovern, and will not 
encourage any of his followers 
to take that course. But en- 
courage any of his followers to 


take that course. But he won't 
endorse Nixon, either; He will 
Dlay what seems a plausible 
role, that of a disabled man 
who is necessarily 
sidelined 


and understandably quiet. 


This stance will do him no 


appreciable 
harm 
if 
he 


recovers sufficiently to make 
another presidential bid in 1976 
within the Democratic fold. His 
party credentials will be intact. 


In the confusion of the 


Democratic 
convention's 


closing hours, the 
cameras 


may have caught only briefly, 
If at all, a sign raised in the 
Alabama delegation which 
said: "Wallace will fix in 76." 


That, then, is the likely focus. 


But the irony in this for 1972 is 
that Wallace, lying quiet within 
the party fold, may do the 
presidential ticket more harm 
than if he campaigned in- 
dependently.

Are ''Painful 


Realities'1 New? 


In a recent Ihink-piece in the 


New York Times, columnist 
Anthony Lewis listed three 
"painful realities with which 
any President will have to 
deal." As you might expect, 
one of them was the Viet- 
namese War. The second was 
the gap between rich and poor 
countries. The third'was the 
income gap between urban 
blacks and suburban whites as 
exemplified for Mr. Lewis by 
the situation in and around 
Newark, N.J. It is on this third 
item that I wish to focus, for 
Lewis' attitude is certainly 
widespread — even though 
completely unjustified. 


Census figures, he observes,

1960and 1970 suburban areas of 
p r e d o m i n a n t l y 
w h i t e 


population increased their 
already large margin of af- 
fluence over black urban areas. 
In Newark, now a black- 
majority city, median family 
income rose from $5,454 to 
$7,735 during the decade — a 
gain of 42 per cent.

A highlight of the evening

Evers said racism of any 


color is wrong and told how he's

It's not a black man's 
country. It ain'l even the 
Indians' no more." 


Evers called Fayette "the 


best law and order town in the 
U.S." and implied that his 
strong mayor form of govern- 
ment had something to do wilh 
it. He's even Ihe judge. 


On conjugal relations, Evers 


noted: "Women love and 
respect men who are men.. .. 
Mosl successful whites got that 
way because there was a 
woman behind them." 


He attributed the business 


success of Jews in large part to 
family solidarity. 


Evers went into his early life 


and told of bootlegging, run- 
ning policy and prostitution.
